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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 -1 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Each of those claims is defined by the drying stick having an upper end bent in a 'V or 
"0" shape (depending on which set of claims is examined). The specification does not 
describe that shape in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Those claims are indefinite because the shape 
discussed in the rejection above is indefinite for the reasons set forth above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Johnson (US 2,272,524). The face of that reference discloses each of 
the claimed features. 

Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Hope (US 6,543,630). The face of that reference discloses each of the claimed 
features. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 3 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Johnson. Johnson discloses the claimed invention, as rejected above, except for 


the claimed detachable feature, stick formation, stick height, or shape. It would have 
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been an obvious matter of design choice to recite those features with the teachings of 
Johnson, since that reference would perform the invention, as claimed, regardless of 
the detachable feature, stick formation, stick height, or shape. 

Claims 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hope. Hope discloses the claimed invention, as rejected above, except for the claimed 
stick formation, stick height, or shape. It would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to recite those features with the teachings of Hope, since that reference would 
perform the invention, as claimed, regardless of the detachable feature, stick formation, 
stick height, or shape. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-17 provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 1-13 of copending Application 
No. 1 1/905,180. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because it would have been an obvious matter of 
design choice to apply the copending application with the currently claimed drum, since 
the structure and function of both applications would be performed regardless of the 
currently claimed drum. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.

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anticipate and/or obviate the claimed invention, but are not relied upon in this Office 
action to reject the claims.
